Senate 
to vote on 
allocations

Student senators plan 
to vote on three allocations, 
review amendments to the 
SGA constitution and by- 
laws and introduce and re- 
view three new allocations at 
their weekly meeting tonight. 

The largest allocation up 
for vote is a $900 request to 
send the KSU Potters Guild 
to Phoenix for the National 
Conference of Education in 
Ceramic Arts Conference. 

The next largest - and 
most contested in commit- 
tee - is an $800 allocation 
to help reimburse the Col- 
lege Republicans, which sent 
12 members to the Conser- 
vative Political Action Con- 
ference in Washington, D.C. 
Last year's conference in- 
cluded speeches by former 
President George W. Bush 
and former Vice President 
Dick Cheney, among others. 
Supporters claim the confer- 
ence is nonpartisan and does 
not endorse candidates. 

The last allocation 
amounts to $259 and would 
help fund the Little Apple 
Juggling Festival, which is 
sponsored by K-State's Jug- 
gling Club. The festival will 
be held at Peters Recreation 
Complex. 



Rental forum 
gets feedback

A whirl of emotions 

Henry, Stoskopf win after anxious wait

The tension at the Last Chance Next 
Door bar mounted with every delay of the 
announcement of the winner of the K-State 
student body presidential general election. 

At about 6:30 p.m., 30 minutes after the 
polls closed, that tension turned to exuber- 
ance as KSDB-FM 91.9 radio announced 
Dalton Henry and Wayne Stoskopf as the 
winners of election. 

The pair came in second in the primary 
election to Andrew Huschka and Laura Ra- 
chelle White. However, behind the support 
of the third place finishers in the primary, 
Robert Swift and Amy Schultz, and most of 
their supporters, Henry and Stoskopf were 
able to pull out the victory. The pair end- 
ed up winning by more than 400 votes after 
losing to Huschka and White by 322 votes 
in the Feb. 25 primary. 

"A lot of those [supporters] were peo- 
ple that we've worked with in student gov- 
ernment and are our friends," said Stosko- 



pf, junior in agribusiness. "So they naturally 
had a tough decision between us and Swift 
and Schultz, and now we are the one's left, 
so they are full on supporting us." 

Swift and Schultz, as well as Student 
Body President Lydia Peele attended the 
watch party at Next Door. Until the an- 
nouncement, the crowd of supporters grad- 
ually increased, growing louder and filling 
almost all the Next Door bar. 

"It was first of all a fun experience," 
said Henry, senior in agricultural econom- 
ics. "I think we both enjoyed being out their 
talking with groups and meeting new peo- 
ple. It was great to see all the supporters 
come out and all the people we work with 
on a day-to-day basis." 

Henry said the pair and its support- 
ers campaigned more aggressively during 
the week leading up to the general election 
to make sure enough students voted in the 
election. 

Before the announcement, Henry and 
Stoskopf were visibly anxious, pacing and 
fidgeting around the bar. 



"We just go back and forth between ex- 
cited and nervous just because there real- 
ly is no poll telling us how we're doing and 
how the students will vote," Stoskopf said. 

Even before the results were an- 
nounced supporters at the bar started 
chants of Henry/Stoskopf. The pair said 
they expected one of the largest voter turn- 
outs in recent memory, but they also said 
they received more support after the prima- 
ry election and expected a victory. 

Henry and Stoskopf said they are 
ready for a break from the aggressive cam- 
paign, but they are also ready to take office 
in a few weeks and get to work, which in- 
cludes naming cabinet members and mak- 
ing sure Student Senate committee's are in 
order. 

"We've had several months of planning 
and talking about our platforms, working 
with our supporters, working with the folks 
at the university and the folks at the city," 
Henry said. "I'm really looking forward to 
putting those plans in place - to get the ball 
rolling."

Tension turned to disap- 
pointment at Tubby's Sports 
Bar Wednesday night as the re- 
sults were announced that An- 
drew Huschka and Laura Ra- 
chelle White lost to Dalton Henry 
and Wayne Stoskopf in the gener- 
al election for student body presi- 
dent and vice president. 

Despite the loss of the presi- 
dential race, the pair was success- 
ful in another way; both Huschka 
and White were re-elected to Stu- 
dent Senate to represent the Col- 
lege of Engineering. 

Huschka, junior in industrial 
engineering, said despite the loss, 
the plan for the next month would 
be the same - to work hard for 
the students and maybe squeeze in 
some of the pair's platform ideas. 



"There are a lot of things fac- 
ing this university that are a big 
deal and are going to make a big 
difference so we want to go to 
work," he said. 

White, junior in civil engi- 
neering, said they will still be serv- 
ing the students, just in a different 
way. 

"We're still honored to have 
that opportunity," she said. "We 
did lose, but we still get what we 
want with representing the stu- 
dents." 

Huschka and White said they 
consider their campaign a success 
because of the hard work from 
themselves and their supporters. 

After the results announce- 
ment, Huschka and White climbed 
the railing surrounding the dance 
floor and thanked their supporters 
for their time and hard work. 

"I know Laura [and I] 



have done everything possible," 
Huschka said. "We've worked our 
butts off and done everything that 
is necessary. There's not a lot more 
we [could] do." 

They said they are not con- 
cerned about K-State's future 
with Student Body President-elect 
Henry, senior in agricultural eco- 
nomics, and Vice President-elect 
Stoskopf, junior in agribusiness. 

"K-State is in a good situa- 
tion with Henry as president, and 
I think he'll do an awesome job," 
Huschka said. 

The pair also mentioned try- 
ing for the presidency again. 

"[Running again] is a definite 
possibility," Huschka said. "We're 
both only juniors right now, and 
both of us are on the five-year 
plan since we're both engineers 
so where we go from here is a big 
question mark."

Public has responsibility to seek real news, not gossip

Having an e-mail account with Ya- 
hoo by default entitles visitors to con- 
stantly see breaking news stories fea- 
tured on the Web site's main page. By 
extension, this means that no one is 
immune to reading about the revital- 
ized relationship of Rihanna and Chris 
Brown, seeing the worst dressed celeb- 
rity at the Academy Awards and know- 
ing what Katie Holmes had to say in 
regard to rumors about her daughter, 
Suri. 

Online media afford readers no es- 
cape from facts and information that 
are inconsequential at best and simply 
useless at worst. 

Readership of newspapers has 
dropped more than 10 percent in the 
last 10 years, suggesting people tend to 
use the Internet as a primary source of 
news and information. Arguably, this 
technological breakthrough has created 
an unprecedented opportunity for read- 
ers to gain knowledge and understand- 
ing about a wide variety of pressing and 
far-reaching issues. After all, the U.S. 
Department of State, which reports on 
human rights violations, recently de- 
classified documents from the George 
Washington University national securi- 
ty archives, according to articles pub- 
lished in Freedom House, a foreign pol- 
icy journal. Reports and publications 
are all available at the stroke of the fin- 
gertips. 

However, it is to the celebrity gos- 
sip pages that our fingers travel more 
readily, especially since links to their 
sites are made available on the home 



page of every popular e-mail server. 

As consumers, we fail to demand 
the best from our news suppliers. While 
open Internet sources make censorship 
difficult to attain, the public's compla- 
cency proves censorship might have be- 
come a tool of the past. For all practi- 
cal purposes, it has been effectively re- 
placed with pseudo-news about the 
shocking finale of "The Bachelor." 

James Madison, who introduced 
the Bill of Rights to Congress, could 
have hardly foreseen that freedom 
of the press guaranteed by the First 
Amendment would evolve into freedom 
to read the latest celebrity gossip and 
entertainment news. 

Free press has been traditional- 
ly designated as a medium that sustains 
government accountability to the pub- 
lic. A free society should strive to en- 
hance government transparency and 
serve as a medium of communication 
between authorities and the popula- 
tion at large. It should provide an outlet 
for genuine worries and concerns of the 
population. 

One of the main purposes of the 
news media is to provide fair and bal- 
anced coverage, bringing otherwise un- 
derprivileged citizens to the forefront of 
the public's attention. Celebrity gossip 
does quite the opposite. After all, Katie 
Holmes does not exactly belong among 
the underprivileged and underrepre- 
sented strata of population. 

To effectively fulfill its role as a 
watchdog, news media should report on 
issues that politicians dare not touch in 
their official statements. The real pow- 
er of free press is revealed in its ability 
to challenge authority. But this power 
goes only as far as its readership. If the 
public does not meet its end of the bar- 
gain, free press is reduced to a concept 
in theory - not a force in practice.

Newspapers must join other conglomerates to survive

In the Feb. 5 issue of Time magazine, 
former managing editor Walter Isaacson 
outlined his plan for print media to survive 
the economic recession. In "How to Save 
Your Newspaper," Isaacson argued that 
printed media must charge for online con- 
tent if they are to continue. 

Isaacson is wrong - the time when 
readers would pay for content has come 
and gone - but government action (or in- 
action, rather) could do a lot to save news- 
papers. 

Media outlets embraced the Internet 
because publication was cheap and could 
still be supported by ad revenue. But as 
more people got online, they began con- 
suming and demanding richer content. 
Newspapers were under increased pressure 
to provide additional content in the form 
of blogs, streaming video and other inter- 
active features to forge an online presence 
that could continue competing. They could 
handle this, for the most part, because the 
increase in Web traffic corresponded with 
increased Internet ad revenue. 

Newspapers went over the edge in 
2008 - the first year that more people got 
their news from online sources than in 
printed newspapers. Online ad revenue suf- 
fered with the economy as free news Web 
sites that had been operating with a rela- 
tively small profit margin suddenly became 
huge money pits. This was a result of both 
advertisers not being able to afford ads and 
struggling consumers looking for ways to 
save money. 

The effect on the newspaper indus- 
try has been catastrophic. The 150-year-old 
Rocky Mountain News just went bankrupt 



and printed its last issue on Feb. 27. News- 
papers in San Francisco and Seattle are 
facing massive layoffs, and even the New 
York Times is more than a billion dollars in 
debt. 

As a solution to all this, Issacson sug- 
gests newspapers should charge for online 
content. You should have to pay a fee be- 
fore reading a news story, he says. In his 
article, he points to the recent success of 
iTunes and proposes a similar model. 

This idea might sound good in theory, 
but it's important to remember that iTunes 
works because of its integration with the 
iPod and the significant deterrents against 
piracy. Online news has neither of these 
advantages. Even the pretext of mandato- 
ry free registration to use a site is usually 
enough to send me looking elsewhere for 
a news article. If some papers continue to 
offer for free what others are charging for, 
readers will gravitate to the free sites. Un- 
less the news industry forms some sort of 
OPEC-like cartel to protect itself, pay-for- 
content models simply don't work. 

Instead, media companies should 
pursue media conglomeration strategies. 
Newspapers should join forces with tele- 
vision, radio and other media companies 
since broadcast media's profits can carry 
print media and make both better. 

Liberals like President Barack Obama 
are opposed to such consolidation because 
they claim that it limits local news cover- 
age. They want to enact policies to prevent 
consolidation. But community journal- 
ism has already migrated to the Internet. In 
Kansas, for instance, a few free blogs offer 
better and more thorough political cover- 
age than any of the local publications. This 
trend will only continue in the future. 

Media consolidation offers the best 
hope for the survival of print journalism. 
The result will be a better quality publica- 
tion, industry financial stability and incen- 
tive for people to use the Internet to cover 
local events themselves.

Following last season's fi- 
nale, I wrote that the K-State 
men's basketball program need- 
ed a bridge. Two years simply 
isn't enough to declare a program 
is back. They needed this year's 
team to keep the program upright 
and to get them to the nice re- 
cruiting class coming in next year. 

But they've done more than 
keep the program up. The suc- 
cesses this season have given the 
program stability - something 
that had been missing for nearly 
two decades. 

Entering this season, no 
one outside of the K-State locker 
room thought the Wildcats would 
contend for a top-four finish in 
the Big 12 Conference. Did any- 
one think they would win more 
than 20 games and be in the talk 
for an NCAA Tournament berth 
when the calendar flipped to 
March? 

I know many who would 
have laughed at this team even 
being mentioned for a possible 
NCAA berth at the beginning of 
the season. 

That's why this team has 
been so important. Team mem- 
bers ignored what everyone said 
about them. They trusted head 
coach Frank Martin's plan - a 
testament to his coaching. 

The media were prepared 
to jump down Martin's back had 
he gone through a losing season. 
People would have begun to ques- 
tion whether he could do it with- 
out last year's stars Michael Beas- 
ley and Bill Walker. 

Martin has proven he can do 
just fine without them. The Wild- 
cats have had three consecutive 
seasons with 20 wins for the first 
time since 1979-82. With a win 
against Colorado on Saturday, 
it would be the first time since 
1986-89 that the team had a win- 
ning record in conference play for 
three consecutive seasons. 

Is that enough to declare the 
program is back to the good ol' 
days? No, but it's a nice start. 

Martin has taken a team with 
essentially nine guys that he re- 
cruited to be on athletic schol- 
arship, discounting Chris Mer- 
riewether, who originally came 
in as a walk-on, and turned them 
into a bubble team. That's not 
the depth that most teams in the 
top half of the Big 12 Conference 
have. 

Is there talent on this team? 
Sure, but top-four talent in the 
Big 12? I'm not so sure. It makes 
this year's team more impressive. 

The No. 4 seed for the Big 12 
Tournament still looks likely. If 
the Wildcats beat Colorado, Texas 
loses at KU, and Oklahoma State 
loses at Oklahoma (all likely sce- 
narios), the Wildcats will have se- 
cured the fourth spot because of 
a three-way tiebreaker and will 
have a bye for the third consecu- 
tive year. 

What Martin has done ex- 
ceeded fans' expectations. He's 
got fans thinking the National In- 
vitational Tournament is a bad 
thing. Entering this season, fans 
would have loved to be one of the 
top seeds in the NIT. 

That's not a bad thing. It's a 
sign of a program changing - one 
on the rise. It starts with the play- 
ers believing in their coach, and it 
ends with the fans buying in and 
raising their expectations of the 
program. NIT bids are no longer 
good enough. That's a testament 
to Martin and this team. 

And that bridge I men- 
tioned? It's been built. Martin and 
this year's team constructed it, 
and next year, the bridge should 
be crossed.

Wildcats defeat Texas, grab 5th-place spot in Big 12

K-State's defense smoth- 
ered the No. 15 Texas Long- 
horns in a pivotal Big 12 
matchup on senior night 
Wednesday evening at Bram- 
lage Coliseum. 

The K-State defense 
forced Texas into 19 turnovers, 
and senior Marlies Gipson 
scored a career-high 24 points 
in her final game in the "Pur- 
ple Palace," as the Wildcats de- 
feated the Longhorns 66-50. 

The Wildcats (22-6, 9-6 
Big 12 Conference) fell be- 
hind early in the contest, as 
the speed and size of Texas im- 
mediately showed from tipoff. 

Yet, K-State's defense kept 
the team close to the Long- 
horns (20-9, 8-7 Big 12) as it 
forced three turnovers in the 
first five minutes of play. 

"I thought our defense was 
the key tonight," K-State head 
coach Deb Patterson said. 
"The accountability and the 



overall intensity and sense of 
purpose that our team brought 
to the floor defensively gave us 
a chance to be good tonight." 

After a jumper by Ashley 
Lindsey gave the Longhorns 
a three-point lead with sev- 
en minutes remaining in the 
first half, the Wildcat defense 
forced another turnover at the 
Texas end of the floor. 

The momentum created 
by the forced turnover amassed 
to a 12-3 K-State scoring run 
to close out the first half and 
give the Wildcats a 31-25 half- 
time lead. 

"I did feel as though I 
could really depend on our de- 
fense every possession up the 
floor," Patterson said. "I did 
feel like momentum was in 
our favor defensively." 

That momentum carried 
into the second half as the 
Wildcats continued to build 
their lead and force turnovers 
on the defensive end. 

The Texas offense was 
forced late in the shot clock on 



several possessions and strug- 
gled from the field. The Long- 
horns shot 38 percent from 
the field for the game. 

"They kept us off balance 
a little bit," Texas head coach 
Gail Goestenkors said. "They 
just did a nice job of changing 
up their defensive looks." 

The Wildcats continued 
to stretch their lead in the sec- 
ond half. 

Junior guard Kari Kin- 
caid hit a 3-pointer with 7:46 
remaining in the second half, 
erupting the Bramlage crowd 
and stretching the K-State lead 
to 15, forcing Texas to call a 
timeout. 

"I think their confidence 
started to build quickly," Goes- 
tenkors said. "They hit a big 
3-pointer, and I think that 
shifted the entire momentum 
of the game." 

The Wildcat lead would 
prove to be too great follow- 
ing the Texas timeout, and the 
Wildcats closed out the second 
half in convincing fashion. 



"They are just an unbe- 
lievable group, and it was a 
very big win at this point in the 
season," Patterson said. 

With the victory, the 
Wildcats move into sole pos- 
session of fifth place in the Big 
12, breaking the tie with Texas. 
K-State will conclude its regu- 
lar season at Colorado before 
playing in the Big 12 Confer- 
ence Tournament in Oklaho- 
ma City. 

Meanwhile, the Long- 
horns drop to sixth place 
and will finish their season at 
home in a showdown against 
first-place Oklahoma. 

"For us to come out and 
play as well together as we did 
[is a tribute to the team], but 
we did it together," K-State se- 
nior point guard Shalee Lehn- 
ing said. 

"That is something that 
was so great tonight. It was 
just a big win for us to build 
off and build some momentum 
going into the [Big 12] tourna- 
ment next week." 



Women's tennis team faces Brigham Young at home

The K-State women's tennis 
team will look to win in consecutive 
outings for the first time this season 
and are scheduled to play the No. 40 
Brigham Young Cougars today. 

The Wildcats return to the court 
for the first time in almost two weeks 
to play their third-ranked opponent 
during the nonconference slate. The 
time off might have helped the Wild- 
cats, but after their last tournament, 
rest was not the first thing coach 
Steve Bietau thought about. 

"After our performance in Wich- 
ita, rest was not the No. 1 thing on 
my mind," Bietau said. "I like this 
team; however, there was something 
lacking in Wichita that concerned 
me. I'm happy with our practices, but 
I don't for a minute believe that's any 
guarantee we're going to do well." 

With the weather expected to be 
about 80 degrees Fahrenheit today, 
the event will be the first outdoor 
match for both squads. 

"[The meet] will be interest- 
ing for several reasons," Bietau said. 
"We haven't been outside yet, and it's 
against BYU, who first of all is a very 
good team, and it's also their first 
time outside this season. So the in- 
door/outdoor is a wash as far as I'm 



concerned." 

During K-State's matches in 
Wichita, Bietau switched up his dou- 
bles teams for the first time all sea- 
son, starting Nina Sertic and Mariya 
Slupska in the No. 1 position. Bietau 
also moved Antea Huljev and Vanes- 
sa Cottin to the No. 2 position, and 
team captains Katerina Kudlackova 
and Natasha Vieira to No. 3. 

"One of the reasons we had 
changes is because Vanessa [Cottin] 
had been out [with an injury]," Bie- 
tau said. "We knew she was coming 
back and last year she was starting to 
play with Antea [Huljev]. They were 
a solid team. Vanessa's health is still 
a question, but I want to get our dou- 
bles teams set. I look for any more 
changes to be only health related." 

The tournament against the 
Cougars provides yet another test 
against a ranked team. 

"A month ago the rankings didn't 
mean anything," Bietau said. "Now 
[the rankings] are finally starting to 
make some sense because there's 
some results behind them. I think 
it will be a great test, and I'm really 
looking forward to playing them." 

The Wildcats are scheduled to 
begin play at 1 1 a.m. at the Wamego 
Recreation Complex. The complex is 
located on the east side of Wamego, 
just off U.S. Highway 24.

K-State Opera Theater 
is scheduled to team up 
with the K-State Orchestra 
to present a nontraditional 
opera, "Die Fledermaus." 

Reginald Pittman, In- 
state Opera director and 
associate professor of 
voice, said "Die Fleder- 
maus" is an operetta - a 
piece that is stylistically 
between a traditional op- 
era and a Broadway musi- 
cal. The performance will 
have opera's traditional, 
robust vocal style but will 
also include spoken word 
and dance. 

"Die Fledermaus" 
was composed by Johann 
Strauss II, who Pittman de- 
scribed as "the king of the 
waltz." Audience members 



can expect to see various 
waltz numbers throughout 
the performance's three 
comedic acts. 

"Die Fledermaus," or 
"The Bat," takes place in 
19th-century Vienna, Aus- 
tria, and tells the story of a 
man who sets out to take 
revenge on his friend for 
making him the butt of a 
practical joke. 

Pittman said the per- 
formance is the first and 
most popular Viennese op- 
eretta of its kind and has 
"set a standard and estab- 
lished a style and a tradi- 
tion, which all later Austri- 
an operettas were to emu- 
late." 

He said he anticipates 
the performers' "outstand- 
ing vocals" to be the high- 
light of the shows, as well 
as the evening's music.
